QUINCY COUNCIL 
PLAYS WITH DOLLS 


Local burlesque group the Boston Babydolls are getting their tasseled titties 
twisted by Quincy Ward 6 City Councilor Brian McNamee. Okay, not literally. 
McNamee doesn’t want to go anywhere near the ladies or their tassels; nor does 
he seem to want them anywhere near his district. The dolls and McNamee are 
currently embroiled in an epic struggle over rehearsal space. Can’t a girl even 
shimmy anymore? 

“Back in September, we'd been looking around for a place where we could 
hold rehearsals and teach some classes,” says Alex Newman, a/k/a Scratch, the 
Babydolls’ manager, “and we found a great location in a [pre-existing] dance and 
fitness studio. I had to call the Ward 6 councilor to apply for a business permit, 
and he tried to convince me that I might be better served at some other neighbor- 
hood in Quincy — that we weren't appropriate for that neighborhood.” 

The vacant space in question is located at 37 Billings Road in North Quincy, in 
an area described by the Boston Clobe as a “business district” that’s “home to many 

F Asian immigrants.” McNamee has been quoted as saying he's trying to stop a 
F downward spiral toward a South Shore Combat Zone. (As of press time, the 
councilor had not returned any of the Phoenix’s phone calls.) 

Now, it seems the city of Quincy is doing the dancing. Since that initial 
conversation, Newman says he’s been told that, in order to obtain a certificate 
of occupancy, he must file “change of use” papers with the city. “What I couldn't 
get from anyone was how switching from a dance studio to a dance studio was a 
change of use,” he says 

He’s also seen minor renovations — previously approved by city inspectional 
services — halted by a stop-work order; he’s scheduled (and, subsequently, seen 
rescheduled) an appearance in front of the Zoning Board of Appeals, as well as a 
public forum for the Babydolls to discuss their intentions with McNamee and the 
local community out in the open. 

Latest word is that the public meeting will take place on Wednesday, May 6, 
at 7 pm, in the cafeteria of the North Quincy High School (316 Hancock Street). 
The Zoning Board of Appeals hearing is currently scheduled for Tuesday, May 
19, at 7:15 pm, in the second-floor council chambers of Quincy City Hall (1305 
Hancock Street).

SOUTH BOSTON HAS DRIED UP. PLUS, VOTING BLACK SLATE?

And though Southie isn’t asking for 
federal bailout, perhaps its industry, like 
Detroit's, is heading for obsolescence. 
Consider: this year’s wide-open race for 
at-large city councilor, which two the 
four incumbents are not seeking re-election, 
it appears that the field of well more than 
dozen candidates will not include single 
South Boston resident. 

“I'm surprised,” says State Representative 
Brian Wallace of South Boston. “In the old 
days, there would have been three or four on 
the Council, each grooming the next group 
to run.” 

“It’s definitely different to have no 
Southie candidate,” says John Connolly, 
West Roxbury councilor running for re- 
election his at-large seat. “Historically, 
Southie dominated the at-large seats.” 
This race would have presented golden 
opportunity for would-be South Boston 
candidate, too. The two open seats 
vacated Flaherty and Sam Yoon, the latter 
whom also running for mayor are 
rarity, and even further, a Southie candi- 
date would likely inherit many the tallies 
that have made Flaherty perennial top 
vote-getter. 
The absence of a South Boston candidate is 
being seen some sign that times 
have changed Boston politics. And 
there are plenty theories why. 
Southie, they will tell you, is no lon- 
ger the stereotypical multi-generational 
Irish enclave. There active artist com- 
munity there now.

“The town has changed,” says Wallace.

Arroyo, Latino whose father was at-large 
councilor, has been making that outreach, 
and expected well among black voters. 

When Arroyo's father, Felix D. Arroyo, 
ran for office, he joined with Yoon and the 
two African-American district councilors, 
Turner and Charles Yancey, to form “Team 
Unity.” That strategy helped Arroyo Sr. and 
Yoon get votes among black voters but 
there were significant African-Americans 
then running at-large with whom they had 
to contend. 

Insiders tell the Phoenix that there have 
already been discussions about creating simi- 
lar slate of minority at-large candidates — that 
is, group candidates explicitly campaign- 
ing together, asking for votes for the whole 
team, “I would not rule that out,” says Ezedi. 

Clearly, creating slate would mean cutting 
some the candidates out and diffi- 
cult call, Would they include Arroyo, Tomas 
Gonzalez, the expense black candidate? 

Most insiders suspect that slate would 
only develop all after the pre- 
liminary election, which will cut the field to 
eight. Once the candidates see where every- 
body stands that point, one puts it, “any- 
thing possible.”

the brouhaha began when WTKK-FM (96.9 
radio host Michael Craharn — Boston’s mae- 
stro of conservative controversies — slammed 
BC for hosting this “friend of the cop killers.” 

BC spokesman Jack Dunn, in a March 
27 interview with Craham, said: “We hope 
the students who invited him will make the 
ri ut if they don’t, the admin- 
tion will allow the [Ayers speech] to take 
place.” Graham posted this quote, as well as 
the contact information for BC’s president, 
directors of student affairs, and campus min- 
istry, on his Web site. 

What happened next is widely disputed, 
but one fact is certain: hours after Dunn’s 
interview on WTKK, the event was canceled. 

Some students and faculty suggest that 
wealthy BC alumni, spurred by Craham’s 
rhetoric, threatened to withdraw donations — 
a claim that BC vehemently denies. Dunn 
told the Phoenix that the sole motivating 
factor was to ensure student safety “in light 
emotionally charged protest from the 
community.” (Attempts by the Phoenix to 
contact decision-making administrators 
directly were ignored.) 

Even if one takes BC at its word about 
the lack of donor threats, though, a picture 
emerges of backdoor maneuvering by the 
administration to exempt the event from 
the school’s stated policy total academic 
freedom for faculty. (Regardless of whether 
student safety was a legitimate concern, fac- 
ulty sponsorship should have allowed Ayers’s 
lecture to proceed, according to BC policy.) 

The talk was initially organized by two 
student groups: Americans for Informed 
Democracy (AID) and the College Democrats. 
was later co-sponsored associate political- 
science professor Ken Kersch, director of BC’s 
Clough Center for the Study of Constitutional 
Democracy, and John Cawthorne, dean of 
BC’s Lynch School of Education. 

The event was publicized on campus for 
weeks without issue. But on March 27, as the 
situation intensified, an official from the uni 
versity provost’s office asked Kersch to clarify 
that student groups were the lecture’s primary 
sponsors. Kersch complied and removed 
notices for visit from the Clough

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Center Web site. Administrators also altered 
the online university calendar, so that it listed 
only student groups as the lecture’s sponsors. 
Kersch tells the Phoenix that, throughout this 
process, continued sponsor the event. 

All this may seem like so much admin- 
istrative hair-splitting, but the technical 
changes enabled BC to cancel the event with- 
out violating its pledge to faculty. At the very 
least, distancing faculty names from Ayers’s 
lecture conveniently provided the adminis- 
tration with plausible deniability. 

“The event was sponsored students,” 
explained Dunn, “and therefore the academ- 
ic freedom that is extended to faculty with- 
out question was not present this case.” 

Students, attempting appease risk- 
averse administration, proposed novel com- 
promise: telecast the live speech campus 
via satellite. One student organizer proudly 
proclaimed that the telecast exemplified 
“academic freedom for the 21st century.” 

But again, higher-ups pulled the plug. 
Upset but undeterred, students persisted. 
They wrote op-eds, formed action groups, and 
staged protest demonstration. Thursday, 
students finally got hear Ayers speak, 
thanks to student radio station WZBC, which 
aired phone interview with the University 
Illinois at Chicago professor. Call it academic 
freedom for the mid 2oth century. 

The WZBC interview, conducted by BC 
seniors Bill Sadd and Steve Wagner, focused 
education-reform issues funding 
inequalities between urban and suburban 
education, the failures Child Left 
Behind though Ayers did touch what 
called the “shameful thing” BC. 


MODIFIED FREEDOM 
uphold the First Amendment guarantees 
free speech and free assembly. Further, BC’s 
threshold for canceling speakers is provided 
wider latitude than afforded most private 
colleges because the school’s Catholic affili- 
ation. is, however, bound the promises 
made its student guidebook. 

Relative other Catholic colleges the 


US, BC guarantees significant protection for 
free expression. But recent history suggests 
tentative retreat from that pledge when 
comes to welcoming certain guest lecturers. 
Two years ago, rewrote the section the 
guide pertaining campus speakers.

affiliated schools) to “the free exchange 
ideas” principal objective the 
University” was significantly curtailed: 
“Such freedom of inquiry is not absolute, 
and must be balanced by the University’s 
obligation to adhere to the principles and val- 
ues inherent Boston College’s identity 
Catholic and Jesuit institution.” The revised 
text went on to codify the college’s “right 
review presentations funded student- 
activity monies.” 

But fear not, faculty and administrators 


responded the time. “Lest the scope 


this unfortunate policy be exaggerated, it is 


- important to note that the policy covers only 
speakers events brought campus 
recognized student groups using student- 


activity money,” Dale Herbeck, a BC commu- 
nication professor, wrote the September 
2007 edition of the higher-education 
magazine Academe. Herbeck went on to 
explain that the policy did not apply to 
“events organized academic departments.” 

That distinction became central to the 
clamor around Ayers. faculty/admin- 
istrator meeting held March (the day 
Ayers was scheduled to speak), BC President 
William P. Leahy asserted that a withdrawal 
faculty support enabled the event 
canceled. Kersch corrected him, saying he 
continued support the lecture. 

“It’s possible that Leahy believed with- 
drew sponsorship,” Kersch recently told the 
Phoenix. “But would convenient for him 
jump that conclusion. would allow 

nim cancel the event without getting into 
trouble with the faculty.” 

Dunn, speaking for the administration 
to the Phoenix, cited an even finer distinction 
between faculty sponsorship and faculty co- 
sponsorship something which Kersch, 
Cawthorne, nor any student organizer was 
aware. But according Dunn, Kersch’s status 
as co-sponsor, and not the sponsor, allowed 
administrators wield veto power with- 
out running afoul any policy. And Dean 
Cawthorne, who teaches two classes at BC, is 
administrator, not faculty member, and 
therefore didn’t count, Dunn explained. 

students are concerned with new 
precedent. “In the past, events have been 
canceled because they conflict with Jesuit 
ideals, but this was a separate issue,” says 
Democrats vice-president and event 
organizer Melissa Roberts. “This became 
bigger than Bill Ayers. This became about 
academic freedom and whether 
extends to students.” 

The answer to that, according to BC offi- 
cials and President Leahy, resounding

STRANGE 


CAN POP ICON FIND PEACE NEW HAMPSHIRE HOUSE 
FULL FERAL CATS? APPARENTLY NOT.

With her bold style, high-pitched 

voice, multicolored mop-top, and 
MacGyver-like ability to make mesmeriz- 
ing bras out of things like electronic parts, 
bubble wrap, and Plexiglas gardening 
equipment, Missing Persons frontwoman 
Dale Bozzio planted herself firmly in the 
spotlight the 1980s. 

Even as a teen in Medford, Bozzio (née 
Dale Consalvi) commanded attention. 
Her picture was posted the bulletin 
board of her namesake father’s furniture 
store, Dale’s Barn, in the '7os, remem- 
bers Boston-based media consultant and 
Phoenix Special Projects Manager David 
Bieber. “The store owner told me that she 
was his daughter,” says Bieber, “and she 
wanted to be a model.” 

Later on in that decade, the petite, 
brassy bombshell did find modeling 
work when she posed for Playboy (she 


was a bunny at the Boston Playboy Club 
in Park Square) and Hustler. Around that 
time, Frank Zappa discovered Consalvi 
LA. invited her sing his 
operatic Joe’s Garage albums, and in 1979 
she married Zappa’s drummer, Terry 
Bozzio. The couple then teamed with 
Zappa guitarist Warren Cuccurullo 
form the visually outlandish new-wave 
band Missing Persons, which went on 
to record a string of hits, including 
“Destination Unknown,” “Walking 
LA,” and “Words.” 

Today, at age 54, Bozzio is facing up 
to a year in a Carroll County, 
New Hampshire, jail after 
being convicted one 
animal-cruelty charges 
stemming from case 
severe neglect that left 
felines dead. 


WHATEVER 
HAPPENED 
The peculiar, shocking story 
unfolded far from the LA 
new-wave scene. Around 
2000, following a divorce 
from her second husband, 
Bozzio and her two sons 
moved to a farmhouse in the 
village of Chocorua, New 
Hampshire. There, according 
to her mother, 85-year-old 
Hazel Antonelli of Newton, Bozzio would 
leave the back window open feral forest 
cats could come in and out of the house for 
food, water, and warmth. (Neither Bozzio 
nor her lawyer, Dennis O’Connor of North 
Conway, New Hampshire, returned calls 
seeking comment on this story.) 
Antonelli describes her daughter 


2 a kindhearted, lifelong animal lover 
- who couldn’t say no to a sick or hun- 


gry animal. found cat the 
snow, brought her in the house, fed 
her, and gave her the medicine that 
she needed,” recalls her mother. “And 
she survived wonderful, beautiful 
cat and one of many, many, many. She 
tried take care them, and think 
just got maybe little much for her. 
don’t know.” 

Bozzio certainly seemed love ani- 
mals. In January 2007, she showed 
with her dog the WFNX studios 
in Lynn for an interview on Julie Kramer's 
Leftover Lunch program [note: WFNX is a 
Phoenix Media/Communications Group 
property]. The live appearance was meant 
promote Bozzio’s upcoming show 
the Middle East, but she spent most of 
the segment talking about her 
many animals.” 

Speaking with thick Boston accent, 
Bozzio’s voice hardly resembled the girl- 
ish vocalizing that made her famous. 
When Kramer asked exactly how many

cats she had roaming and out her 
New Hampshire home, Bozzio replied, 
“About 30 now.” 

“I live by the woods, so when I get up 
in the morning around 6:30, I’m like the 
cattle call,” she said the interview. 
right out there with the feed, and cats 
come out from the woods. It’s really, truly 
amazing how many wild cats there are 
in the world. People just let them go and 
don’t think about it, and they multiply, 
like, worse than mice. . . . I really believe 
saving animals.” 

Bozzio added that she was working 
toward degree animal science bet- 
ter help her growing army 
felines. She even performed 
the NBC edition the 
British reality show Hit 
Baby One More Time in 2005, in 
hopes winning $10,000 for 
the Humane Society of the 
United States. (She lost to 
P.M. Dawn.) 

“All cat donations are wel- 
come... . If had my way, I'd 
have everybody in every house- 
hold leave some crunches out 
for the neighborhood cats,” 
Bozzio told Kramer. “They 
keep away rodents, they keep 
away bugs, they’re very in 
tune to an earthquake. They’re 
protective animals, but they've 
been so abused and misunderstood. 

“I’m drawing cats now,” she interject- 
ed, laughing. “I’ve gone completely crazy.” 


ALL ALONE AND FELINE BLUE 
About year and half later, Bozzio re- 
located from Chocorua to Newman Drew 
Road nearby West Ossipee, and leased 
house that she also opened feral 
and neighborhood cats. Antonelli said 
only three or four cats were kept indoors 
pets. 

Meanwhile, Bozzio was still a tour- 
ing musician. After Missing Persons 
disbanded in 1986, she recorded a solo 
album, Riot in English, then assembled a 
new edition her old band, Dale Bozzio 
and Missing Persons. That group’s 
rotating lineup has included number 
Boston-based musicians, including 
guitarists Brad Miller and Tony Savarino 
and keyboardist Ron Poster. 

According to Antonelli, Bozzio hired a 
caretaker unnamed court records 
stay her West Ossipee home and feed her 
cats during fall 2008 tour. The caretaker 
never came. 

“The [caretaker] got sick,” Antonelli 
explains. “She went the doctor, she 
had pneumonia, and she couldn't go. 
She get touch with 
because I wasn’t around, and there was 
nothing that could done. And 
how all this happened.” 


Prompted calls from concerned 
neighbors, police officer entered Bozzio’s 
home October 12, 2008. According 
arrest affidavit issued sometime after 
the visit, “a strong odor of cat urine” was 
noticeable from outside the home, and 
a mob of “20 to 30 cats” dispersed upon 
the officer’s entry. Many the feral cats 
escaped through hole back door. 

Inside the home, the officer found 
“feces every corner the residence,” 
but food water. located cat leg 
bone on the floor in the kitchen, the flesh 
which appeared have been consumed 
by the other cats,” documented the offi- 
cer. took many pictures possible 
before I was forced out of the residence by 
the overwhelming odor from inside.” 

Photographic evidence from the 
scene — obtained exclusively by the 
Phoenix graphic and damning, 
showing one cat decomposing ina 
chair and another sprawled dead 
cage, surrounded empty bowls. 
Several litter boxes overflowed with 
feces; the bloody leg bone sat ona 
filthy kitchen floor. One the liv- 
ing cats seen gazing hungrily from 
huddled staircase. 

But there evidence that Bozzio did 
try to care for the cats — at least at one 
point. Strewn among the feces there are 
toys, plentiful food and water bowls and 
litter boxes, and several scratching posts. 

The day after the discovery, authori- 
ties took custody the surviving cats; 
they were brought to the Lakes Region 
Humane Society Ossipee, where they 
were given names and later euthanized. 
Bozzio was evicted. Neighbors spotted 
her removing all her belongings and two 
dead cats. 

“I'm telling you the God’s truth Dale 
would never hurt a mouse, let alone hurt 
protests Antonelli. “All she did was 
try take care all these cats.” 


NOBODY WALKS 

NEW HAMPSHIRE 

Clearly, Bozzio is no Michael Vick. But 
the photos show that someone neglected 
those cats for a seemingly significant 
length time, and the eyes the 
state New Hampshire, the aging rocker 
ultimately responsible. 

Bozzio was charged with 13 identical 
counts animal cruelty, which were 
thrown out because the state failed dif- 
ferentiate the animals; 12th charge was 
dismissed because procedural defects. But 
one count stuck, and March Southern 
Carroll County District Court judge found her 
guilty cruelty animals. 

his ruling, Judge Robert Varney 
noted the “horrific” conditions the 
home and the “flea-ridden and dirty” state 
the animals taken into custody. 

“That Ms. Bozzio kept large colony 
cats in this location cannot be doubted,” 
wrote. “Nor can the fact that she failed 
utterly her obligation sustenance for 
these animals.”

The court will now assess Bozzio’s 
mental state and history with animals 
through pre-sentencing investigation. 
Though her criminal history includes only 
one previous conviction — for marijuana 
possession in 1995 — she could now be 
looking $2000 fines and one 
year jail. 

“The surviving charge which the 
Defendant has been convicted suffi- 
cient gravity warrant consideration 
sentence some severity,” wrote Varney. 
“Shocking the neglect these animals 
was, the Court not unmindful that such 
behavior may have its roots pathologies 
which may may not the basis for 
findings mitigation. The Court should 
not speculate.” 

One the “pathologies” the court may 
exploring known “animal hoard- 
ing.” The national animal-cruelty data- 
base pet-abuse.com lists nearly 400 cases 
of hoarding in the US since 2007, with the 
number animals seized ranging from 
14 to more than 300. Among those cases is 
that infamous Boston “cat lady” Heidi 
Erickson, repeat offender who pleaded 
innocent nine new counts animal 
abuse Plymouth last month. 

Animai-hoarding expert Gary 
Patronek the Animal Rescue League 
Boston who would not comment 
individual cases emphasizes that 
there’s more the problem animal 
hoarding than just the number pets. 

“There’s this denial that there are 
any problems present,” explains, “the 446 Harvard Street 277-7111 
accumulate even more animals the face 236A Elm Street Davis Square Somerville 666-3900 
those deteriorating conditions and MIT Stratton Center Mass Ave Cambridge 324-2662 
whether not they have any awareness 
about what’s going on. And lot 
these cases, they don’t.” 

Experts say the condition can be trig- 
gered traumatic event, need for 
control, developmental factors such 
childhood abuse abandonment. 

“It’s not one size fits all,” explains 
Patronek. got people who are 
doing this that probably have range 
of potentially diagnosable disorders or 
mental-health issues, and this is how 
those issues are expressed.” 

Whether not Bozzio qualifies 
hoarder will revealed sentenc- 
ing hearing May 21, when she will 
doubt again send whispers through the 
Ossipee courthouse with her colorful hair- 
style and faded celebrity. 

Until then, her distraught mother 
maintains that her daughter only wanted 
the best for the now-deceased Ossipee cats. 

“The whole thing just one spattered 
mess, and Dale getting the worst end 
it, trying the best she could,” says 
Antonelli, her voice trailing. “And she 
couldn’t do what she was trying todo.” ©

At times, the images in Alastair Fothergill 
& Mark Linfield’s documentary adapted 
from the BBC nature series of the same 
name elicit that rare cinematic response: 
wonder. At others, I wondered whether 
James Earl Jones was ever going to shut up. 
Not only does he offer “insights” already 
known to everyone in the G-rated audience 
who’s not diapers, but his basso prattle 
indulges in misleading anthropomor- 
phisms. Every endangered beast profiled 
is a mother or father or daughter or son, a 
non-animated animal character engaged 
in the ongoing “circle of life” we're familiar 
with from The Lion King. 

Through all this persiflage, earth dazzles 
with its revelatory photography (most 
it culled from the TV series) and inspired 
editing. A shot of the sun is matched by a 
huge dark disk that disintegrates into thou- 
sands of migrating birds; sensuous folds 


desert dunes are paralleled gleaming 
snow drifts the Antarctic. Aerial shots 
passing herds resemble corpuscles gi- 
ant veins. Shot from even farther out, to 
give us the big picture, summer warms the 
boreal timberline, turning the upper arc 

the globe uncanny green. And who 
would begrudge little anthropomorphism 
when a troupe of baboons sashay their way 
through flooded plain displaying all-too- 
human gestures fussy discomfort? 

At first, it seers this visually intelligent 
design might take precedence over the 
obtuse verbal narration in structuring the 
film. Like Jacques Perrin’s Winged Migration, 
earth seems to be following a seasonal and 
geographical pattern, starting winter 
the North Pole and progressing through the 
seasons heads south. The film begins 
the Arctic winter turns spring with 
ma polar bear and her two cubs emerging 
from hibernation while “dad” hangs out 
the edge the sea ice fending for himself. 
Next comes an elephant mother and her 
little one trekking with the herd through 
the desolation of the Kalahari in search of a 
water hole; that’s followed by a mother and 
son humpback whale heading for the Ant- 
arctic in search of krill. (Why does no one 
care about the krill? Have they no families?) 
But then we're back in the Arctic in winter 
(or later?), with dad still having tough

The ground-level portions are far weaker.

DAVID GRIMM’S MIRACLE DELIVERS

David Grimm’s entertaining The Miracle 

Naples, which the Huntington 
premiering lively production artistic 
director Peter DuBois at the Calderwood Pavil- 
ion (through May 9), is a commedia dell’arte-in- 
spired sex farce about traveling players 
form equals content who land Naples 
the autumn of 1580 at the time of the annual 
miracle San Gennaro. Social activity stops 
dead until the saint’s blood liquefies the 
local church named for him. The lives 
the small, rag-taggle band actors and the 
locals they encounter — a motherless young 
woman named Flaminia (Christina Pumar- 
iega) and her duenna, Francescina (Alma 
Cuervo) — also come to a standstill while the 
characters strive to disentangle themselves 
from a mire of erotic confusions. Francescina 
renews her acquaintance with the troupe’s 
leader, Don Bertolino (Dick Latessa), while 
her charge cavorts with his nephew Tristano 
(Pedro Pascal) and Tristano’s pal Matteo 
(Gregory Wooddell). But then Flaminia falls 
for the leading man, Giancarlo (Alfredo Nar- 
ciso), who has been toying with Don Bertoli- 
no’s daughter Piccola (Lucy DeVito). 

In truth, commedia, the Italian improvi- 
sational comedy most familiar to contem- 
porary audiences through the characters 
Moliére’s plays, is a more prescribed form 
than Grimm's modern-day variant, as we see 
when the players perform their piece the 
second act. (This overstated interlude is dead- 
ly; stops the play its tracks for quarter 
of an hour.) Grimm, like Moliére, uses ideas 
from commedia jumping-off point for his 
own themes, which have a distinctly 21st- 
century bent. The duenna counsels Flaminia 
that she can satisfy her sexual appetite while 
officially retaining her virtue allowing 
suitor sodomize her. When she gives rein 
her lust with the two randy young actors, 
though, Giancarlo is outraged; it doesn’t oc- 
cur him apply the same sexual standard 
his own conduct with Piccola. Mean- 
while, Matteo and Tristano, under the influ- 
ence bogus love potion that really just 
makes them drunk, wind bed and dis- 


cover they’re love, but the light day 
Tristano’s social consciousness and Catholic 
shame oblige him deny it. 

Projecting modern-day concerns onto a 
comedy with period setting tricky, but 
when works can ticklish and satisfy- 
ing (as it is in Jeffrey Hatcher’s Stage Beauty, 
which about the introduction women 
the stage during the Restoration). Crimm 
could manage better kept himself 
from taking a sermonizing tone when the 
young men quarrel the wake their dis- 
covery that they’re gay and when Flaminia 
and Piccola point out the hypocrisy 
tirade against his sex- 
ual experience. self-righteousness 
flattens out the play, which is often genu- 5 
inely witty. And he’s self-conscious his 
use bawdy humor. The characters crack 
filthy jokes, which are hilarious at best. But ‘ 
Grimm labors under the misperception that 
obscenity is automatically funny, and after 
the first few times heard each the 
characters curse, the comic shock wears off. 

The cast are game and energetic. They 
all have their moments (I loved Wooddell’s 
blissed-out response to a kiss), but Latessa 
and DeVito are especially good. You can see 
and hear famous dad every one 
of her scenes; her deadpan boisterousness 
must make him proud. Latessa, the veteran 
performer best known Harvey Fierstein’s 
husband in the Broadway musical Hairspray, 
has Borscht Belt spirit and the kind tim- 
ing young comic would kill for. Commedia 
thrives cultural stereotyping the ac- 
tors would land in a new town, spend the 
day soaking local references and gossip, 
and flatter their audience sending the 
other places they’d passed through. Latessa 
handles this kind broad putdown humor 
it’s commedia way the bur- 
lesque house. DuBois’s skillful staging takes 
advantage all the corners supplied 
Alexander Dodge’s nifty, forced-perspective 
set, and Rui Rita’s lighting design achieves 
moments real beauty. The show isn’t per- 
fect, but it’s rarely less than pleasurable.

lets Russes, only a few inhabit our stages 
today. But the Diaghilev adventure still 
inspires legions of choreographers, anti- 
quarians, archivists, scholars, and gos- 
sips. Last week the Harvard Theatre Collec- 
tion Houghton Library led off season 
Boston festivities commemorating the 
legendary company that gave its first per- 
formances Paris 100 years ago. 

Organized Theatre Collection curator 
Frederick Woodbridge Wilson, “Diaghilev’s 
Ballets Russes, 1909~1929 — Twenty Years 
That Changed the World Art” featured 
a sumptuous exhibit of letters, manu- 
scripts, programs, scenic and costume 
designs, musical scores, photographs, and 
artifacts from the Collection’s impressive 
holdings. The show continues Pusey 
Library through August. What flamboy- 

bbing array images! 
With remarkable skill and an uncanny 
instinct for the new, Diaghilev brought 
successive waves of modernist painters, 
poets, composers, and choreographers to- 
gether galvanize the ballet stage. Even 
a cursory look at the exhibit’s wealth of 
materials reveals the creative ferment of 
era when art Europe was emerging 
from the 19th century engage with the 
modern world: the nostalgic impressions 
Alexandre Benois (Le Pavillon Pe- 
trushka), the exoticism of Léon Bakst (Shehe- 
razade, Firebird), the Cubist fragmentations 
Picasso and Satie (Parade), the Slavic 
rituals Stravinsky, Nijinsky, and Nijin- 
ska (Le Sacre du Printemps, Les Noces), the con- 
structivist ballets, the narrative ballets, 
the party ballets, the classical revivals, and 
the beginnings of Neo-Classicism. 

You couldn't say there was ever a Di- 
aghilev “style,” though scholars keep try- 
ing tease one out. Perhaps Diaghilev 
needed to reinvent himself over and over, 
impresario who was intimately 
tuned into the avant-garde and able 
enlist the trendiest trendsetters as collabo- 
rators. Perhaps was motivated noth- 
ing more noble than the marketing and 
money-raising that would keep the com- 
pany solvent. Perhaps had old scores 
settle new ideals bring the world. 
These possibilities and more were explored 
by a diverse roster of musicologists, histo- 
rians, theorists, curators, collectors, and 
performance scholars during a three-day 
symposium the New College Theatre, 
but Diaghilev remains mysterious figure, 
shadowy and subject interpretation, 
in fact, as the ballets themselves. 

We know the Ballets Russes from the 
archives and artifacts, from word-of-mouth 
accounts and handed-down revivals that 
ballet-company repertories, like Les

session of the symposium we finally heard 
panel active ballet practitioners, crit- 
ics, and presenters. They seemed to agree 
that the Ballets Russes will survive — in the 
mind. Diaghilev’s artistic legacy may be not 
the ballets themselves but their potential 

serve inspiration for the artists our 
time. Virtually assessment was made 
during the symposium restagings, recon- 
structions, and revivals of the original works 
they’re presented current repertory. 

The inspirational stream far from 
tapped out, demonstrated three 
its products that were shown during the 
week.

Nixon may best known for his photos 
elderly people nursing homes, people 
dying of AIDS, and, annually since 1975, the 
Brown sisters (his wife and her four siblings).

Boston (2002) delights in the overlapping, lit- 
up skyscraper windows, in the rhythm of all 
the rectangles and stripes, in the contrasting 
grids the modern architecture. South View 
from the Custom House, Boston (2001) explores the 
same patterns, this time accented the Cus- 
tom House tower's wiggly reflection in the 
scale-like windows of a near-by skyscraper.

ROSS ALOSS; WEEZY THROWS HISSY

recessed economy means fewer 
chains to go around, so it’s been a 
fine week for a-fussin’-and-a-feudin’.

50 CENT VS. RICK ROSS | This one’s like all the 
great rivalries history that nobody re- 
ally knows how it started. Somebody stole 
goat 10,000 years ago whatev- 
er, and now the bloodstains are deep that 
it’ll end only when one side destroyed. 
has stalked Ross’s mom and released tape 
Ross’s girlfriend having sex with some 
dude. expect side with practically any- 
one against 50 (whose mouth always seems 
to write checks his records can’t cash), but 
he’s put such villainous effort this 
beef that can’t help but love it. Ross’s cred- 
ibility had already been dealt a near-fatal 
blow by the revelation that he used to be a 
prison guard. (He denied it, then equivo- 
cated, then finally came clean.) A poor 
showing here could spell disaster for his 
upcoming Deeper Than Rap (Def Jam). 

The beef not going well. Some new 
skirmishes were waged this week, with 
Ross bringing out ill-advised new dis 
track that seemed only to strengthen 50’s 
case: the new remix of “Mafia Music” 

(a previous 50 dis) features the Game, Ja 
Rule, and Fat Joe. When you're trying to 
win feud, it’s not great idea align 
yourself with guys whose careers have 
been famously annihilated by 5o. 

Meanwhile, Ross’s recent allegation that 
a5o employee had offered him half a mil- 
lion dollars drop the beef was summarily 
dismissed by 50. It’s such an absurd accusa- 
tion that halfway suspect having had 
somebody extend the offer Ross just 
Ross would boast about and sound like 
flamboyant liar. 


MAKIN MOVES ENTERTAINMENT VS. LIL WAYNE | 
Mixtapes, copyright-infringing they may 
be, are such vital part hip-hop that every- 


one always figured the music industry would 
look the other way — until 2007, when DJ 
Drama got busted for racketeering while the 
RIAA folks steepled their fingers and cackled 
like Mr. Burns. The charges seem have 
fizzled, and the flow mixtapes remains un- 
stanched, but all legal bets are off. 

Last year, Lil Wayne’s label, Cash 
Money, filed suit against a distributor 
called BCD Entertainment charging that 
BCD was selling mixtapes illegally (even 
more illegally). recent filing, Cash 
Money piled on several other defendants, 
among them DJ Drama (a frequent Wayne 
collaborator) and Makin Moves Entertain- 
ment, production company that had put 
together a free Lil Wayne/Juelz Santana 
mixtape. Now, Makin Moves has struck 
back with a Web site, lilwaynegonna- 
sueyou.com, where several videos taunt 
Weezy for biting the hand that fed him. 

“The Dedication tapes are responsible for 
creating the big buzz that Wayne got dur- 
ing the year or so before Carter3 came out,” 
Lique Tropicana from Makin Moves tells 
me. “Before the mixtape, nobody 
was listening to Wayne, so it’s disrespect- 
ful to sue DJ Drama.” Beyond the principle 
the thing, can see why Makin Moves 
pissed. The company made under- 
ground mixtape — perfectly customary, 
in the hip-hop world — that got picked up 
the embattled BCD. “We expected them 
to clear the songs before releasing it,” says 
Lique. “They have other mixtapes in stores, 
would assume they know the process.” 
Makin Moves, should noted, wasn’t 
even profiting from the thing. “We didn’t 
make any money from the sales. It’s even 
available for free download on the net.” 

Last month, out of the blue, Makin 
Moves was served with court papers from 
Cash Money.

MARK WIGGLESWORTH CONDUCTS THE BSO; 
RENEE FLEMING RETURNS SYMPHONY HALL

Last week’s Boston Symphony con- 

cert was snaggle contradictions. 
British guest conductor Mark Wiggles- 
worth was substituting for the exciting 
but erratic Russian maestro Yuri Termir- 
kanov, cancelled all his American 
appearances. Two weeks earlier, the BSO 
had announced that Violin 
Concerto, German violinist Isabelle Faust 
would replace the hot young violinist Ju- 
lia Fischer, who cancelled “for personal 
reasons.” Faust made her BSO debut bit 
over year ago, and was impressed with 
her warm, viola-like sound the Berg 
Chamber Symphony (pianist Peter Serkin 
also played). But this time, with her fine, 
vibratoless tone, the temperature dropped 
considerably. 

The concerto begins with series 
(ominous?) drum taps and mysteriously 
inviting oboe phrase. All the principal 
orchestral parts were here taken second- 
desk players, several whom are among 
my favorite BSO musicians. But Keisuke 
coarse, expressionless oboe play- 
ing was less than inviting. Was Wiggles- 
worth trying for that kind performance? 
possibility emotive expression the 
point refined blandness, which Faust’s 
pretty but small-scale metronomic playing 
merely seconded. 

She, at least, had a few moments of 
interest. She played her own transcrip- 
tion the first-movement cadenza that 
Beethoven conceived for his piano version 
the violin concerto (!), which includes 
a duet with the timpani. This decidedly 
militarizes the cadenza. Some her slow 
phrasing the opening Allegro move- 
ment was more compelling than her fast 
playing. Did this mean the slow second 
movement was going even better? 

was actually less imaginative, had 
even less feeling. Faust likes incorporate 
historical performance techniques, but she 
was neutral, her playing seemed empty 
rather than intimate. She sounds nice, 
though, and she was rewarded with sur- 
prisingly warm ovation. 

The BSO sprang life Wiggles- 
worth’s fresher, if not more profound, 
approach Mahler’s Fourth Symphony. 
orchestra like the world’s larg- 
est chamber orchestra, with myriad solos 
rather than thick-textured sonorities, 
and the BSO its first-desk players back 
place reveled the opportunity: 
John Ferrillo’s poignant oboe, William 
teasing clarinet, Richard Svo- 
boda’s warm (not comic) bassoon, James 
Sommerville’s full-throated, characterful 
French horn, Richard Sheena’s eloquent 
English horn, Ann Hobson Pilot’s plucked 


harp combining with unison pizzicato 
basses. Elizabeth Rowe’s magic flute per- 
haps sounded more urbane than pastoral, 
and concertmaster Malcolm beauti- 
ful violin playing may have been too beau- 
tiful for the second insinuat- 
ing Dance Death. (Mahler wants the 
violin tuned step higher make sound 
like country fiddling.) 

the last movement, angelic sopra- 
welcomes into Heaven, where she en- 
chantingly describes the daily chores (nice 
that the houselights rose subtly could 
read the text without eyestrain).

Unfortunately, it sounded nothing 
like Kander, just another classical-concert 
imitation, this time interspersed with 
Civil War tunes and parlor 
ballads. could have called Bull Run:

In between, Fleming sang four of Oli- 
vier Messiaen’s nine Poémes pour Mi, subtle, 
sensual, spiritual love songs for which he 
used his own poems.

Duncan Sheik hit the Top 20 in 1996

People say lot about how dark and depress- 
ing Spring Awakening and there tragic 
aspect but there’s also much that’s 
funny and joyful.
